BISMARK'S ORGAN, 


Makes State 
Disclosures 


and Seriously Irritates 


Emperor William.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—Special 
Berlin 


despatch says the German government is 
profoundly irritated at the disclosures 
made by the Hamburger Nachrichten, 
Prince BLsmark'a organ, Monday last 
when it stated that a defensive alliance 
between Russia and Germany existed 
during the last years of Bismarfc in office. 


It is also stated that the government is 


thinking of prosecuting the Hamburger 
Kaohriohten and "those by Whom it is 
inspired." 
Evidently referring to the 


ex-chancellor. 


Bisnmrk's disclosure of the existence of 


the Russo-German entente during the last 
years of nib tenure of office has a very 
startling and disturbing effect botti in 
Berlin and Vienna. 


It is believed the Oischsure imperils 


the dreibund. A feeling of distrn&t has 
been aroused between the allies and 
doubts are expressed in some quarters 
whether the dreibund will be renewed 
next year. 


In Berlin public opinion generally con- 


demns Bismarck's revelations regarding 
the alliance between Russia and Ger- 
many. Allusions are made to "Indiscreet 
loquacity which are gradually tarnishing 
his glorious reputation." There is little 
doubt the prince divulged important state 
secrets in attempting to triumph over his 
successors, Von Caprivi, which is likely 
to result seriously.

WILL RAISE PEACHES, 


Victims ol Florida Frost to Try Their 


Luck at Peaches. 


Lloyd Grant of Lady Lake, Fla., son-in- 


law of S. E. Peck of this city, writes as 
follows concerning the conditions and 
prospects In Florida since the destructive 
freeze of two years ago. 


"I believe that the people of the North 


do not have a full realization of the re- 
sources of Florida, or the loss we sus- 
tained in the 'freeze' of 1S94. The orange 
sections had an income of about three 
million dollars each year cut off in one 
night, with an extra expense put on of 
budding sprouts and training shootp, 
but we shall get a few oranges and lemons 
next year and be shipping some In '98,— 
having 
lived 
without 
an 
income 


from our iruit for four years, or a shortage 
of twelve million dollars, and then the 
returns will be greatly reduced from 
what they were. 


"We have a Peach Growers' union orga- 


nized, and there will be one or two 
hundred acres set in peach trees this 
winter. The trees commenced to bear 
eighteen months from setting, and it will 
be but a short time before they will bear 
a carload of four hundred crates to the 
acre. 


I shall set o-t* eight acres this year, 


and in a short time there will be five 
hundred acres set. 
Land is cueap, and 


now is the time to start an orchard. We 
shall place peaches in New York in May 
at about 50 cents a crate express. Some- 
what different fifteen years ago, when I 
paid $3 for and sold the peaches for ex- 
press charges. 
Some say they would 


rather have a peach orchard than an 
orange grove as there is no danger of the 
former being killed by cold."

DR, SPAHR SPEAKS, 


Tuesday Night Institute List- 


ens to the Claims of 


Bimetallism. 


A VERY INTERESTING MEETING, 


The Congregational Chapel Packed. 


Free Coinage oi Silver Explained 


and Defended. Heard with 


Close Attention. 


Tuesday evening's meeting at the Con- 


gregational chapel under the auspices of 
the Tuesday Night institute was one of 
special interest, as it was known that the 
claims of bimetallism, or free coinage of 
silver, would be ably presented by Dr. 
Charles B. Spahr of the editorial staff of 
the Outlook. The side of monumental- 
lisru, or the gold standard, bad been dis- 
cussed by Dr. Ba-scom at the previous 
meeting and all were interested to hear 
what might be said on the other side. 
The consequence was that the meeting 
was the largest that has been held, the 
chapel with its class rooms and gallery 
being filled. 


Dr. Spahr, who was introduced by Rev. 


W. L. Tenuey, began by saying that he 
was glad to speak on this subject in Mew 
England, because the people of the West 
who are foremost in the cause of free 
silver are those who have gone from the 
East, and largely from New England. 
Senator Lodge discovered that it is the 
native stock and not the foreign element 
In the West that is the most pronounced 
forjfree silver. And those who have ac- 
cepted this idea are not without honor 
and honest convictions. It was the con- 
science of the West that took up this 
question long before it became a party 
question. 


Dr. Spahr said that honest money 


is that with which tbe debtor can pay 
the creditor the same amount of property 
that he borrowed. If he pays back less 
it is dishonest to the creditor, and if he 
pays back more it is dishonest to the 
debtor. 


The speaker said his conversion to free 


silver came through his reading about the 
free coinage of gold and its efieot. When 
the California and Australian gold mines 
were discovered the" supply of gold was 
increased from twenty-flve millions a 
year to 150 millions. For this reason 
European nations, or the financial ele- 
ments in those 
nations, demanded 


the 
demonitization 
of 
gold, 
be- 


pausa they profiled by the scarcity of 
money. They feared that gold would go 
down, but it did not, because Prance kept 
her mints open to both gold and silver, 
and at that time Prance was the great 
coin using nation of Europe. But if gold 
and silver had been ordinary commodities 
gold would have gone down. Had gold 
been excluded Iroin the currency it would 
have fallen, but BO long as it was admitted 
it could not fall any faster than the 
value

10 per cent, and business expanded as it 
had not done before for centuries. 
And 


the result was only creditors lost, while 
labor and employers gained. Dr. Spahr 
believes that the free coinage of silver 
would have a similar effect and that under 
it we should have a steady rise in prices, 
with a general revival of business and no 
"cheap dollar." 


At the beginning of this century this 


production of silver was three1 times as 
great as that of gold, and yet there was 
no change in the ratio, which was 15 1-2 
to 1. Dr. Spahr argued that any sudden 
inflation of tbe currency by metallic 
money is impossible. All the gold and 
silver that can be produced in a^year 
makes but a small addition to the wwrld's 
supply, because all that there ever was 
still exists. 
Free silver today would add 


no more to the currency of the world than 
free gold did after the discovery of the 
California mines. 


The speaker pronounced the exclusion 


of silver from the currency an outrage to 
debtors. In 1863 $10,000 represented just 
as much as it had for 100 years before, and 
no more; but since silver was struck out 
the supply of currency has increased only 
halt as fast as would otherwise have done. 
Dr. Spahr said the fall in prices since 1873 
could not be attributed to invention, 
because all the important labor saving 
inventions were made prior to that time. 
And yet prices have been cut in two. But 
this was not a natural obangre. It was due 
to the law stepping in and preventing the 
expansion of the currency as fast as busi- 
ness expanded. The speaker said that real 
estate in this country, outside of the rap- 
idly growing cities, had fallen about 40 
per cent since 1S73, which means a large 
increase in the value of money. 


To sum up briefly, the speaker showed 


that the ratio of 16 to 1 had not been dis- 
turbed when the production of silver had 
been three times as great as that of gold, 
and vice versa. Now the production of 
the two metals is ab> ut equal, and he 
could see no reason to e xpect any but 
favorable results from the free coinage of 
silver. 


At the close of his address Dr. Spahr 


was questioned by Dr. Bascom, Mr. Mc- 
Donald, agent of the state board of educa- 
tion, and others all of which was keenly 
enjoyed by the large audience. A vote 
of thanks was tendered to Dr. Spahr and 
it was nearly 10 o'clock when the meet- 
ing adjourned.

Of com."! there r,ro many causes for 


the prtssijt hard times. There are three 
principal ones, with the mention of a 
fourth. The free silver agitation itself 
raiLks first, for the mainspring of com- 
merce is confidence, or credit. The in- 
vestment oU money starts the vast ma- 
chinery of business. Who cares to sow 
dollars of gold to reap dollars of silver 
at 49 per cent loss? What merchant 
would bny cloth with tho prospect of 
the yardstick being legally changed? 
Money is better, without interest, in the 
banks than that, and there it is today. 
The want of money is not tbe cause of 
hard times. The banks are full of it. It 
is because no one wishes to use it in 
business. 


A second reason is the reckless specu- 


lation of the last few years. Westerners 
have borrowed from every source to 
bnild business blocks, whole towns, 
railroads, etc., for speculative purposes 
only. Money has been used for every 
sort of "boom" at any sort of price. 
Tho natural resources of tho west are 
vast enough, and the proper develop- 
ment of them is desired by the whole 
country. What adds prosperity to one 
state adds luster to all. 
But it is moro 


than a pity for their future if to wild 
and reckless speculation the spirit of re- 
pudiation is to be added. 


The third reason for hard times is 


the overproduction of grain, with a dis- 
regard of all the laws of supply and de- 
mand. We have produced vasj quanti- 
ties of grain, almost enough to supply 
the world. In 1871 we raised 280,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat, to be increased to 
611,000,000 bushels in 1891. 
In the 


last few years vast sections of coun- 
try heretofore considered deserts—tha 
steppes of ths Himalaya mountains, the 
boundless plains of Patagonia, the bor- 
ders of the Black sea—are now vast 
fields oi' grain. Tho winter freezes the 
earth to tho depth of three or four feet. 
At tbe first thaw of spring the surface 
is plowed and drilled in wheat, the 
summer supplies further moisture, and 
by August, rain, or shine, a product of 
20 to 25 bushels of grain to the acre ia 
secured. 
Russia, 
India 
and 
South 


America have all imported our 
im- 


proved agricultural machinery, all of 
which has conspired to make the world's 
product of wheat about 2,600,000,000 
bushels. This is largely more than the 
world demands.
